It was a brilliant piece of work the sen- 
ator performed, effective in its gonception 
and execution, and when he resumed his 
seat, after a labor of three hours, he had 
placed before the eyes of his colleagues and 
the crowded galleries a vivid picture of the 
monster of corruption produced by Mr. Lori- 
mer, Speaker Shurtleff, and Lee O'Neil 
Browne for the sole purpose of making Mr. 
Lorimer a senator of the United States. 


Points Out Omissions in Report. 
And besides describing exactly and in great 
detall what was done in Springfield during 
the notorious session of 1900.

The disposition 
ig to open up all the Lorimer business and 
the committee holds that Holstlaw’s resig- 
nation will not affect an investigation of his 
part in this if he gets belligerent. ' 

Holstlaw is no longer a member of the 
Illinois state senate. Convinced by authori- 
ties cited by the office of the attorney general 
and the construction of the statutes covering 
the matter made in the office of Gov. Deneen, 
the senate investigating committee held this 
afternoon that Holstiaw’s resignation had 
been according to the law and that its recep- 
tion by Gov. Deneen terminated his career as 
4 senator. 

No Bar to Investigation, 

It did not terminate the investigation into 
the Lorimer bribery scandal. The investigat- 
ing committee was prepared to report upani- 
mously the resolution expelling the self-con- 
fesesed bribetaker from the membership of 
the senate, and this course would have been 
followed hed it not beem for the inflexible 
words of the law books after conflicting sec- 
tions had been reconciled by the lawyers. 

The Helm committee, forced to admit that 
Holstlaw has effectually resigned and is not 
amenable to the summary discipline which 
had been prepared for him, proposes to go to 
the sengte tomorrow and ask for a much 
broader resolution of authority which will 
permit the bringing in of witnesses and 
documents and prepare the way for the inner- 
most revelations of the Lorimer scandal. 
The date will be set tomorrow for beginning 
the inquiry. 


Holstlaw May Damn Broderick. 

And in this the senate committee expects 
to make ex-Senator Holstlew the witnese in 
chief on the part of the senate, particularly 
in the case of Senator John Broderick. 

The committee is strongly of the belief that 
Holstiaw has other matters to reveal be- 
yond those already discussed. State's At- 
torney Burke is Mkely to be om the job to 
refresh poor memories. 

Gov. Deneen was satisfied, after study of 
the law books, that Holstiaw's resignation 
was in form and that hig service had termi-

Counter Attack Is Legitimate. 

“Mr, President,” Senator Crawford re- 
marked impressively, “‘ it is the common prac- 
tice of shrewd attorneys defending persons 
chargeé with crime, when the case is a des- 
perate one, to try by a counter attack upon 
the prosecuting attorney, to divert the atten- 
tion of the jury away from the guilty man. 
They proceed to try the state's attorney and 
the prosecuting witness. This is the method 
pursued in this case.” 

In the speech he delivered, roughly 15,000 
words in length, Senator Crawford did not 
attempt to discuss the law applicable to the 
Lorimer case. He contented himself with ex- 
posing the facts, linking them together in Se- 
quence and describing the corrupt atmos- 
phere that existed at Springfield during the 
session of 1900. 


He courteously regretted in the opening 
that he differed with Mr. Gamble and other 


members of the committee who had signed the 
majority report. But he could not get away 
from the conviction that the truth was aa he 
saw it. 

People’s Will Disregarded. 

The evidence taken by the investigating 
committee convinced Mr. Crawford, he 
said, that a game had been played in 
which at the beginning “all party prin- 
ciple was abandoned, the expression of 
the popular vote at the primary was un- 
ceremoniously disregarded, and the con- 
trol of the house was seized by unscrupu- 
lous and wnprincipled men with dark 
lantern schemes to promote.“ 

Mr. Crawford found a complete understand- 
ing and full codperation between the men who 
were corrupting members to vote for Lorimer 
and those who were using a jackpot fund for 
general dedauching and corrupting purposes. 
In fact, he pointed out the same men were 
represeming both the Lorimer interests and 
the interests which by the corrupt use of 
money were seeking to strangle legislation re- 
garded as inimical. 

Puts Stress on Three Points.

On the present 
basis of computation unfilled orders as of 
Sept. 30, 1904, would have shown 2,434,786 
tons, which, therefore, is the actual low rec- 
ord.

WOULD ARREST ALL SPENDERS 
WHO GIVE UP EXCESSIVE TIPS. 


New Jersey Legislator, Himself a Res- 
taurant Keeper, Plans Limit on 
Gratuities—Quarter Is Enough. 


Trenton, N. J., Jan. 10.—One of the bills 
to be introduced during the early part of the 
coming legislative session, which convened 
here today, is a measure regulating tipping 
and providing severe penalties for those who 
violate the provisions. 

The bill was drawn by James D. Hand, a 
restaurantkeeper, who believes that the tip- 
ping practice hurts the poor man. He would 
have a law making tipping a crime, but says 
as long as it would be impossible to hav€ such 
a statute enacted he believes the practice 
should be regulated. 

No matter how much a diner eats or how 
much he pays for it, he cannot lawfully tip 
the waiter more than 2 cents, if Mr. Hand's 
bill receives favorable action. Barbers will 
be entitled to a tip of only 5 cents after a 
shave and an additional nickel in case of a 
haircut and other trimmings, according to 
the provisions of the bill, which makes it a 
crime to give a waiter more than 10 cents 
after he serves drinks. ; 

Messenger boys’ or bellboys' tips are fixed 
at 5 cents no matter what the service. No 
tip is to exceed) the amount of 25 cents, no 
matter how important the occasion or valua- 
ble the service. 

The bill provides two months in the county 
workhouse or a fine of $20 for the first offense 
or a fine of $50 or six months in the worke 
house for a second offense.

At 
the close of the war he returned to Indiana, 
began studying law, and was admitted to the 
bar. He remained in Indiana until 1883, when 
he came to San Diego. There he formed a 
law partnership with Olin Wellborn, now a 
federal circuit judge. 

Gov. Walterman later appointed Mr. 
Works to the Superior bench of San Diego 
county. His term as Superior judge was 
interrupted by his elevation to the Supreme 
court of the state.

IN $1,000,000 FIRE 


Chamber of Commerce Build- 
ing in Cincinnati Is De- 
‘stroyed by Blaze. 


Fall of Roof Causes a Wild Panic 
Among Thousands of 
Spectators. 


Cincinnati, O., Jan. 10.—Entalling 4 loss 
of more than $1,000,000, this city had its sec- 
ond great fire within three weeks this even- 
ing, when the Chamber of Commerce building 
at Fourth and Vine streets was destroyed, 
adjacent property damaged, a dozen “or 
injured, and possibly lives lost. 

While several firemen are still 3 
for, early reports of fatalities among fire- 
men and spectators who were caught in the 
wreckage of the collapsed roof up to a late 
hour had not been confirmed. a

Valuable ords Burned. 

THe Cincinnati k exchange and the 
Louisville and Nashville raflroad offices, both 
of which contained records that are inval- 
uable, went up in flames. 

The stocks of séveral business houses in 
the block were damaged, but the fire was 
confined to the Chamber of Commerce build- 
ing. 

Fully 5,000 persons were crowded directly 
outside the fire lines when the roof collapsed. 
Clouds of smoke and flying sparks filled the 


Men and women fought to escape from 
what appeared to be certain danger. When 
the smoke lifted it was found that while 
many had received bruises and cuts, no one 
had been seriously injured. 

Owing to the density of the smoke, the 
police were powerless to cope with the 
situation for fully ten minutes, and nearby 
office buildings were turned into hospitals for 
the injured and shelter places for the panic 
stricken. 


Flat Building in Flames. 

The flames gained great headway because a 
large part of the fire apparatus was fighting 
another fire at the Poincinna flat building, 
almost two miles away. This fire assumed 
large proportions, as forty families reside in 
the building, and a panic ensued’ when the fire 
was discovered. 

The Chamber of Commerce fire started in 
the kitchen of the business men's club on the 
fourth floor. At the time a banquet was in 
progress, at which 150 prominent Cincin- 
natians were attending. All of these man- 
aged to escape without injury. .

In the af ter- 
hoon the rush into the building was so gud- 
den that several women were knocked down 
and trampled upon, and one woman, Mrs. 
Amelia Kiren, was taken tothe hospital after 
the police had beaten back the crowd. 


Wife’s Remark Causes Disorder, 

The disorder within the courtroom started 
at the testimony ot the first witness af the 
day, William Wolfe, who had tra 
Europe with John 0. , Schenk, the alleged 
poison victim. Wolfe fied to Schenk's 
good health during the opean trip, and 
there were gaeps from the spectators that 
brought sharpe rebuke from the bench when ~ 
the witness, in detailing a conversation with 
Mrs. Schenk, quoted her as saying: Billy, 
I don't think John will live long.“ 

Mrs. Schenck made the declaration, ac- 
cording to Wolfe, after the return from Eu- 
rope, when Schenk was stricken with his 
strange illness.

Holstlaw, upow the in- 
vitation of Broderick, came to Chicago from 
his home in southern IIMnols and Broderick 
pald him the $2,500 promised him if he 
would vote for Lorimer.

“This clearly shows a complete under- 
standing and full codperation between the 
men who were corrupting members to vote 
for Lorimer and the men who were using a 
‘jackpot’ fund for general corruption and 
debauching purposes. 

In fact, the same men were representing 
both the Lorimer interests and the inter- 
ests which, by the corrupt use of money, 
were seeking to strangle legislation re- 
garded as inimical. To my mind, the evi- 
dence shows this to have been the true 
situation beyond question. 1 maintain, 
therefore, that these three facts are all 
correlated and that they are seq which 
must be kept in mind in order to properly 
understand the maneuvers which are dis- 
closed in the evidence presented tu us here.

Explains Offer to Groves. 

“The canvass to secure these votes was 
made during the two weeks which preceded 
the election of Mr. Lorimer on the 26th day 
of May. It was during this time that the fol- 
lowing incidents occurred, among others, 
which clearly show how the necessary votes 
were secured: 

On the night of May 25, the day before 
Mr. Lorimer was elected, a Democratic mem- 
ber of the house, Mr. Jacob Groves, while 
lying in bed in his room, heard a gentle rapat 
his door. He called out, Who iethere?’ and 
the answer came back, A friend.’ 

Mr. Groves opened the door and the vis- 
itor came into hisroom.

“ Pattison then went on to say that some 
forty or more Democrats were going to vote 
for Lorimer the next day and wanted to know 
if Mr. Groves could see his way clear to do 
the same; that it might be a good thing for 
both of them if Groves would do so. 


Offer Spurned by Groves, 
Groves replied: 
There isn’t enough money in Springfield 
to hire me to vote for Bill Lorimer.’ Pattison 
said, ‘Please put down the transom,’ but 


Groves said, ‘I don't care whether the tran- 


som ie down or not as far as Iam concerned 
and I don’t care who hears what I have to 
say on this matter.’ 

“ Pattison then walked out of the room. 

This testimony is uncontradicted. Henry 
Terrill, @ Republican member of the house, 
says he met John Griffin, a Democratic mem- 
ber from Chicago who voted for Lorimer, on 
May 26.

Terrili asked 
Griffin what there would be in it and Griffin 
replied: ‘A thousand dollars anyway.’

Myers Approached by Browne. 

6 George W. Myers, a very reputable Dem- 
ocratic member of the house, testified thet a 
short time before the roll was called on Say 
26 Browne sent a page to him, who said that 
Mr. Browne wished to see him; thet he went 
to Mr. Browne’s desk and the latter said to 
him that they were going to elect Lorimer 
that day and that he would like Myers to 
go with them.

„Link testified that some days before May 
26 two men from Madison county asked 
nim to take a carriage ride with them, in 
which they discussed Lorimer with him and 


which -he did, and that in his interview with 
Lorimer he promised to vote for him; that a 
few days later Browne approached him in 
Lorimer’s behalf, and he said to Browne: 

„I peat you to it. I promised Mr. Lorimer 
@ week or ten days ago personally.’ Link 
voted for Lorimer and afterwards got $1,000 
from Browne and $900 from Wilson... This, 
of course, was Lorimer’ money and jack- 
pot’ money. 

Testimony Given by Beckemeyer. 

‘* Beckemeyer testified that on the night of 
May 24 he was called to Browne’s room and 
Browne showed Hm a Mst of Democrats who 
he said were going to vote for Lorimer and 
solicited his vote. 

„ Beckemeyer agreed to do so if the others 
were going to, and he made inquiries enough 
to satisfy himself and so voted for Lorimer. 
He received $1,000 from Browne and $900 
from Wilson, exactly the same as the other 
house members already mentioned. 

“Shephard says that about a week before 
Lorimer wes elected Browne solicited his vote 
for Lorimer and that he agreed to consider it 
if he could have his wish about the appoint- 
ment of the postmaster in his town; that on 
the morning before Lorimer was elected 
Browne told him that Mr. Lorimer would 
make him the promise about the postoffice 
appointment which he wanted, and took him 
to the speaker's room, where Mr. Lorimer 
was; that Mr. Lorimer promised to do all in 
his power to prevent the appointment of 
Shepherd's enemies to the postofficeship in 
his home town, Jerseyville, and he then 
voted for Lorimer. 


Shephard Tells of Bathroom. 

He admitted that soon after the adjourn- 
ment of the legislature Browne wrote or 
wired him to meet him in the Southern hotel 
in St. Louis and that he did soon June 21. He 
also admitted that he met Wilson at the 
Southern hotel? in St. Louis on July 16. He 
admitted that he was called into the bath- 
room by Wilson. 

Both of these trips to St. Louls were on 
the same day that Browne and Wilson met 
the other boodlers there and paid them their 
swag, and Beckemeyer tells us that Wilson 
told him that he had a $500 bill which he was 
directed to give to Shephard. 4 

Joe Clark, who was on the oorrupt furni- 
ture committee, a Democrat who voted for 
Lorimer;. and Luke, whose wife saw him 
counting $950 in bills after he hed been away 
from home somewhere and who was another 
Democrat who voted for Lorimer, both met 
Browne, along with their confederates, in St. 
Louls on June 21 and afterwards met Wilson 
there with the others on the 15th day of July 
following, and both were in Wilson’s room in 
the Southern hotel when they, one after an- 
other, were called by him into the bathroom 
and paid their share of the jackpot’ swag. 
Of course, they were implicated as deeply 
as the others. There is no escape from that 
conclusion. 


Tells of De Wolf Boasts. 

De Wolf, another Democrat belonging to 
the Browne faction, who voted for Lorimer 
on May 26, said that he followed Browne's 
leadership. This is the man whom White 
claims he met at the hotel bar in Springfield 
on the night before Lorimer was elected, and 
who, while drinking with him said, ‘ Have 
you been up to th. trough yet? adding, ‘I 
have already been up to the trough and got 
mine.’ 

“De Wolf says he was a poor man and 
that his object in going to the legislature was 
to be honest and save $1,000. He says he 
tried on different occasions to get enough 
Democrats to elect Mr. Hopkins, and that 
finally Mr. Lorimer came to him and he 
told him he would vote for him. He said he 
was ready to vote for Mr. Hopkins until he 
heard that Mr. Hopkins said he would not 
accept a Democratic vote. 

He admitted that in talking about the 
matter he had probably said to Mr. Becke- 
meyer and Mr. English that he ‘ was from 
Missouri and they would have to show him.’ 
On Aug. 9. 1000. De Wolf, who was known 
to be @ poor man without money, bargained 
for a piece of real estate and made a cash 
payment on it of $600. 


. Tells Result of Elections. 

“On May 26 Mr. Lorimer received 108 
votes—53 Democratic and 655 Republican 
votes. He received six Democrati¢ votes in 
the senate and forty-seven Democratic votes 
in the house. There are 204 members of the 
legislature of Illinois:in a vote on joint ballot. 
On May 26 there were present and voting 202 
members, of which Mr. Lorimer received 
these votes of 108. In this 108 are the votes 
of White, Browne, Broderick, Wilson, Holst- 
law, Beckemeyer, Link, Luke, Shephard, 
Clark, and De Wolf, all of whom are Demo- 
crats, and in my opinion the vote of each 
was tainted with fraud and corruption. | 

White, Holstlaw, Beckemeyer, and Link 
confessed to receiving money designated as 
Lorimer money, as well as part of the 
‘jackpot.’ Shephard, Luke, and Clark might 
as well have admitted it, because the evi 
dence as to their gullt is overwhelming. 

“Mre. Luke saw Luke counting $950 in 
bills after he had been away from home in 
response to a request of Browne that he meet 
him; when Beckemeyer was in the bathroom 
with Wilson the latter said he had $500 he 
was directed to give to Shephard. While in 
St. Louis that day Shephard visited his safety 
vault in the Mercantile Trugt company’s 
place. Clark told White that Link would 
have voted for Lorimer for $500, but that he 
got Link to hold out and that by doing so 
they got $1,000 each. : 


Luke Protested at Payment, 

„Luke is dead and proof concerning ad- 
miesions by him were excluded as incom- 
petent and hearsay. In his published state- 
ment White claims that while they were all 
at St. Louis to get their part of the ‘ jack- 
pot money, Luke admitted that he received 
$1,000 from Lorimer and complained that 
$900 was nota fair division of the jackpot.’ 
Clark, after he voted for Lorimer, bought 

two diamonds. | 
“Representative Powers died and there 
was due bim from the state at the time of 
his death $600. Clark drew this money for 
Mrs. Powers after the legislature adjourned 
had the voucher drawn in his own name 
¢ the amount in his personal ac- 


count in the bank et bis home. Anerwards,

Lorimer; seventy-two Republicans refused 
to give this Republican candidate their sup- 
port, even if it was apparent that he had a 
sufficient number of votes, including the 
fifty-three Democratic votes he had secured 
to make his election on that ballot an abso- 
lute certainty. This looks bad upon its face, 
and no reasonable justification has been made 
of it. 

„The statement of Holstlaw that on June 
16 Senator Broderick, in his saloon, naid him 
$2,500 ‘Lorimer money is corroborated by 
Jarvis O. Newton, the chief clerk of the 
State Bank of Chicago, a disinterested wit- | 
ness, who swears that on June 16, 1900, the 
very day that Broderick paid this money to 
him, Holstlaw in person brought into that 
bank the sum of $2,500 in currency, which he 
deposited to the credit of the Holstlaw Bank 
of Iuka, III. Newton produced the original 
deposit slip, which was properly identified 
and received in evidence. 

‘* Beckemeyer testified that he took the 
$1,000 which Browne paid him in St. Louis 
on June 21 home with him and kept it in his 
safe awhile and gradually changed it into 
smaller money; he would deposit it in his 
home bank or pay debts with it; that when 
Wilson at St. Louis on the 15th day of July 
paid him $900 of the ‘jackpot’ money he 
deposited $500 of it in the Commercial! Trust 
company, to which Mr. Beckemeyer was 4 


stranger, for the purpose of identifying him 


to the officers of the company, and that 
Beckemeyer deposited $500, in which Mr. 
Gray noticed some $100 bills. 


Hotel Register as Proof. 

“The hotel register of the Southern hotel 
of St. Louis contains the signature of Repre- 
sentative Browne under date of Monday, 
June 21, 1909, and shows that he was assigned 
to room 661. This is the day that Link, Becke- 
meyer, Shephard, Luke, and Clark met him 
there to receive their Lorimer’ money pur- 
suant to appointment. 

The hotel register of the Southern hotel, 
under date of Thursday, July 15, 1900, con- 
tains the signature of Robert E. Wilson and 
shows that he was assigned to room 86. This 
is the day that Wilson, pursuant to an ap- 
pointment, met White, Beckemeyer, Link, 
Clark, Snephard, and Luke and in the bath- 
room of his room. gave to each the sum of 
$900 in cash as their share of the jackpot * 
money. This is the strongest sort of cor- 
roborative testimony. 

White testified that after Browne paid 
him 3900, the balance of his ‘ Lorimer’ 
money, at the Briggs house in Chicago on June 
16, 1900, having paid him 5100 c. the amount 
agreed upon before they left Springfield, he 
went to his home at O Fallon, III., and that on 
June 18 he placed $800 of it in an envelope and 
deposited it with the cashier of a department 
store known as the Grand Leader. 


White Testimony Is Upheld. 
“In this he is corroborated by a disinter- 
| ested witness, Mr. Thomas Kirkpatrick, an 
employé of the department store just named. 
Mr. Kirkpatrick testified that in the latter 
part of June, 1900, late in the afternoon, 
White came into the store and asked him if 
he would take care of some money for him: 
Kirkpatrick went to the cashier of the store, 
Mr. Hollander, and asked him if he would 
take care of some money for White until the 
next morning and put it in the vault; the 
cashier said he would and handed Kirk- 
patrick an envelope, which he gave to White. 

He says White counted out the money, in 
which Kirkpatrick saw some bills of large 
denomination, put them in the envelope, and 
marked 3800 and his name on the en- 
velope, and Kirkpatrick handed it to the 
cashier for him; that the next morning, about 
9 or 10 o'clock, White came in and got the 
package. 

Thie is certainly corroborating testimony 
of the strongest character from a disinter- 
ested witness. 

“John W. Dennis, another disinterested 
witness, residing at East St. Louis, III., testi- 
fied that he saw White there in June, 1909, 
when he returned from Chicago; that he and 
White had been in the insurance and broker- 
age business together and that there were 
some outstanding and unpaid bills; that upon 
White's return from Chicago he had money 
and settled up all of these bills; that he was 
present when White was paying the bills 
and saw him have some $200 on the table at 
the time; that before White went to Chicago 
he had no money. 


Quotes Testimony of Woman. 

„ Miss Mollie Vandever, a stenographer of 
East St. Louis, III., testified that in the month 
of June, 1900, she was employed by White 
as a stenographer in his office in East St. 
Louis. That about the 17th or 18th of June, 
1908, White came into the office with a roll 
of bills of ‘different denominations, twen- 
ties, fifties, and tens. It seemed to be yellow 
backed money, this gold backed money.’ 

Then she goes on to explain that White 
owed a consderable number of persons there, 
herself among the number, and that she as- 
sisted him in making up a list of the debts, 
and that he used this money in paying up 
such bills. She went into the particulars and 
gave the names of the people to whom he 
owed money and with whom be settled. This 
is strong corroborative testimony and is not 
disputed in the record. Part of the receipted 
bills so paid under date of June 19 were 
received in evidence and appear on pages 179 
and 183 of the printed testimony reported by 
the committee. ‘ 

“Now, Mr. President, the strength of all 
this testimony is not broken by the assertion 
that White, Beckemeyer, Holstlaw, and Link 
are self-confeseed criminals. They are con- 
temptible people, I readily grant that, but 
there is something here, when we consider all 
this testimony as a whole, so consistent with 
the theory that their votes for Lorimer. were 
purchased votes, and so completely antago- 
nistic to the théory that they were honest 
votes cast in honor for him, that I cannot 
escapg from the absolute conviction that 
these men betrayed their honor, blackened 
the fair name of their state, and for paltry 
dollars permitted Lee O’Neil Browne and 
John Broderick to sell them like pawns to 
Shurtleff and Lorimer. : 


Vote Givers Equally Corrupt. 

“If this be true as to White, Beckemeyer 
Holstlaw, and Link, it follows that it must 
be equally true of Luke, Clark, Shephard, 
and De Wolf. And if these seven men sold 
seven corrupt and dishonored votes to Rob- 4 
ert E. Wilson, Lee O'Neill Browne, and John | 
Broderick, then the votes of these three bribe 
givers were equally corrupt and dishonored, 
and the whole ten should be taken away 
from the man who profited by their casting. 

“Mr. President, to my mind the attempt 
of counsel for Mr. Lorimer to overcome the 
testimony produced to show that these votes 
were corruptly cast for him, and to answer 
the testimony offered to impeach his election, 
miserably fails of its purpose, and its only 
tendency is. to further confirm and corrob- 
orate the proof that Mr. Lorimer was not 
lawfully elected to the high office of United 
States senator. : |

Public Hearings Close and Night 
Sessions Will Begin; Plea 


for Nurses. N 


Behind closed doors the city counc!! com- 
mittee on finance yesterday wrestied in vain 
with the problem of finding money with 
which to give increases in pay to the police 
and fire departments. No hope for the two 
forces was discovered. 

The committee was rushed into the midst 
of this subject by the steadfast declaration 
of Controller Wilson that the revenue for 
1911 will not permit any general raises.” 
There ensued a fire of questions and argu- 
ments from members who had thought there 
was something of a bluff in the control- 
ler’s previous statements to this effect, and 
they were convinced against their wills. 

Their surprise affected the several alger- 
men differently. There were declarations 
from some that pledges bound them to vote 
for the police increase. Others asserted their 
belief that they would not be called to vote 
on the question, while rumors are current 
that the $50,000 police force collection was 
taken to obtain this increase. But the ma; 
jority expressed regret that the policemen 
had been led to feel that the added salary 
might be expected. 


Evidence of High Temperature. 

The public hearings of petitioners were 
closed with the morning session and the usual 
semi-public meetings began in the afternoon, 
but as soon as the question of ascertaining 
the exact amount of money forthcoming to 
meet the unprecedented total of raises re- 
quested, the committee went into executive 
session. 

Two hours later its members emerged, 
some of them perspiring and red in the face. 
The room was moderate in temperature and 
curiosity at the cause of the symptoms of 
heat were shunted off to Chairman Foell. 
but even his unstirring statement of the dis- 
cussion did not down the reports that some of 
the aldermen had become excited when evi- 
dence was presented that no “ raises " other 
than those permitted in the controller's esti- 
mates can be allowed without cuts in other 
directions, 

This evidence came in the statements of 
Controligr Wilson and an assistant, Mark 
M. Foote, who had charge of preparing the 
estimates, as item by item the committee 
went over the revenue expected during 1911. 
When this was ended the only possible con- 
clusion supported the controller's statement. 
The requests of the police and fire depart- 
ments alone required the finding of some- 
thing more than $1,000,000, and no source for 
this sum could be discovered. 


Ask More School Nurses. 

The chief delegation received at the morn- 
ing session epoke in behalf of the child wel- 
fare work of the health department, urging 
increases in salary for the school nurses and 
an inerease in the number now employed 
It inchided Mr. and Mrs. Arthur T. Aldia, 
Mr. and Mrs. Cyrus H. McCormick, Mra 
James Keeley, and Mize Harriet B. Vittum. 

Chicago has spent this year on its schools 
$18;000,000,"" said Mrs. Aldi. Schoole are 


there; teachers are there. When children } 


are not, just so much of this expenditure is 
wasted. The principal value of the school 
nurse is to keep children in the schools. 

“In the school year of 1900-1910, covering 
ten months, the nurses made over 15,000 visits 
to public schools; over 65,000 visits to homes. 

“Tt is an appalling thing for the people 
of Chicago to be told that the death rate is 
increasing alarmingly, and then to learn that 
the approprla tions in three years have de- 
creased from $848,000 to $545,000. 

“Gentlemen, we therefore ask that you 
see fit to grant the requisition to establish 
a bureau of child welfare nurses, as outlined 
by the health department.” 

“J am here as a Chicago citizen and busi- 
ness man,“ declared Mr. McCormick, “ and 
leaving aside the question of sentiment and 
treating it as a business proposition, I ask 
that the desire of the Visiting Nurse asso- 
eta tion be granted. Every vacant seat in our 
schools is a detriment to the public good.” 

Chairman Foelt suggested that the expenee 
of the nurses might be borne by the school 
poard, but the speakers objected thet ex- 
perience in other cities showed the work of 
the nurses should go hand in hand with the 
operations of the health department.

Wan MANEUVERS CEASE. 


Alleged Invasions of Soil and Fi- 
nancial Dealings Are 
Factors. 


New York, Jan. 10- Out of the tangled web 


- Of Giplomacy, plot and counterplot that has 


wrapped it about for centuries, the Persian 
government hae raised its voice in appeal to 
the whole world—an appeal for what it styles 
Justice against Great Britain and Russia. 

The first cry reached this country today, 
bearing the seal of the empire and the signa. 
ture of Mostofi-el-Manalik, president of the 
council, It is addressed to the American 
people, through H. H. Topakyan, Persian 
consul general at New York. The appeadis 
im Persian and French and will make 16,000 
words when translated. 

The French copy, which was read tonight, 
sets forth in full the dealings of Great Britain 
and Russia in Persian affairs and charges 
that Britain's bad faith has brought the 
Persian government to the brink of collapse 


Sequel to War Game. 


E The story unfolded lo one of unancial deal- 


ings, joint diplomatic notes, revolutions, al- 
leged invasions of Persian soll by Russian 
“and British armed forces, nominally to en- 
force collections, but in reality, it is declared, 
with a view to securing military and naval 
bases or strategic points in the Buropean 
war game. 

In the brief the Persian government states 
that through a loan made to it by the gov- 
wermment of Russia several years ago, and 
which it has found itself unable to repay 
because Great Britain and Russia have 
thrown every obstacle in the way of repay~ 
ment, R is almost helpless and unable to 
maintain order in certain provinces where 
Russian troops have been quarterg to en- 
foree collection. 

Great Britain, it is charged, expresely 
agreed that no other than eivil means would 
be used for collection, yet that country now 
stands idly by while Russia pours regiments 
over the borders. 


Roused by Presence of- Troops. 

The presence of these foreign troops has 
roused Pérsians to fury. Three provinces 
have been throwa into revolt. Russia and 
Britain have demanded that fhe disorders be 
repressed, yet the Persian government de- 
clares itself helpless while Russian troops 
are within its borders. 

The appeal declares that Persia stande 
ready to shed her blood to defend British 
subjects and would defend them if allowed 
to act without the Russian troops. 


A WOULD LIKE TO LIVE LONG,” 
ASSERTS ANDREW CARNEGIE. 


Ironmaster in New York Speech Says 
He Wants to See Improved Conditions 
to Come, 


New York, Jan. 10.—“I should like to live 
‘long, so that I micht see what is to come, 
and what is to come will be an improvement 
on the past. There are no limits to the 
triumphe of man and no limits to his char- 
acter. In my opinion we live on this earth 
to serve our fellow men.” 

These sentiments were expressed today by 
Andrew Carnegie in an address at the medical 
college of the New York university. The 
occasion was the celebration bf the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of the work on the Carnegie 
laboratory and the formal opening of the new 
Carnegie laboratory extension toward which 
the steelmaster gave $76,000. 

In his address Mr. Carnegie intimated that 
he would contribute further to the medi- 
cal department of the university.

Sims, 
the United States naval officer who, at a 
recent d: nner given in London by the mayor 
of that city, declared that if Great Britain 
ever were seriously threatened, she could 
depend on “ every man, every dollar, every 
drop of biood,” in this country, should be 
publicly reprimanded. 

“His offense has been 80 conspicuous,” 
paid the president in his letter to Secretary 
of the Navy Meyer, directing the reprimand, 
“that the action of the department in re- 
proving it should be equally so.” 

The president says that whenever an offi-

Economical Housekeeping. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
French Toast. 


F all the ways of using bread that is not 
fresh, none is quite equal to that of toast 
making—-no other way is so acceptable or 
worth while. Some thrifty cooks use 
stale bread in sdups and escallops, where 

it is good, and some éven put it in omelets, not 
to spéak of B. P., the anathematized, and these 
uses do- not exhaust its possibilities by any 
means. 

As a variation from ordinary toast, or as 
quite a distinct way of. its own, French toast is 
an acecptable bread number of the menu. In 
a pancake eating family, French toast should 

almost a necessity; as it has more substan- 
tial food qualities and is easier to digest than 
griddle cakes. It seems also, I judge from evi- 
dence I have, to be used in some families as a 
dessert, . 

Since French toast, may be classed, possibly, 
among the leftover dishes, recipes for it are 
not commonly printed. It is rather interesting 
that in a French cookbook it is called Spanish 
toast, although there is something resembling it 
called “Lost Bread.” In that recipe for six 
slices of stale/bread, one egg, one cup of milk, 
ond gill of brandy or rum if desired, three ta- 
blespoons of powdered sugar, and a half ounce 
each of powdered nutmeg and Cinnamon, with 
lard for frying, are used. The bread, cut in 
small shapes, is allowed to soak a half hour 
in the egg and Hauid, fried a golden brown in 
deep fat, dried in the mouth of the oven, 
sprinkled with powdered sugar and the spice, 
and is served win milk and cream.

Springfield, III., Jan. 10.—{Special.}]—The 
rst move for a constitutional convention to 
prepare a new constitution for Illinois was 
made in the senate this morning by the intro- 
duction of a joint resolution by Senator Ed- 
ward C. Curtis of Kankakee. 

The Curtis resolution provides that the 
question of calling a constitutional conven- 
tion shall be submitted to the veters at the 

neral election in 1912, as provided by the 

nstitution. 

The theory of Senator Curtis is that the 
people will vote in favor of a convention and 
that its members can be elected at a special 
@iection to be held early in 1918 and that the 
eonstitutional convention can begin opera- 
tions in 1913 immediately after the adjourn- 
ment of the forty-eighth general assembly 
and have a constitution ready fer submission 
for ratification by the state at the November 
election in 1914. 


No Effect on Initiative, 

Genator Curtis sald that he is not attempt- 
img to thwart the submission of the proposed 
constitutional amendments concerning the 
initiative and referendum, abolition of minar- 
ity representation, or any other amendment 
which may be proposed at this session of the 
legislature. 

“I am not opposing or obstructing in any 
way any of the proposed constitutional 
amendments by the introduction of the reso- 

jution which lays the foundation for a gen- 

revision of the state's constitution 
be said.

Twenty-two Illinois cities passed the 5,000 
population mark in the decade, according to 
A report issued yesterday by the director of 
the census in Washington. The total num- 
ber of cities in the state now in that class 
is seventy-three. Citizens of some places 
take issue with the census dante made 
public, 

Cicero objects to the figure 14,557, the police 
figures showing more than 20,000, while 
Evanston claims nearly 28,000. 

Our school census showed. almost 28,000,” 
Mayor Paden of Evanston said. “ I think the 
government figures are too low.” 


Believes Figures Near Correct, 

Prof. W. E. Hotchkiss of the économics 
department of Northwestern university and 
supervisor of the census of Cook county, sald 
he delleved the government figures were as 
near correct as it was possible to make them. 

There is no doubt but that the village has 
more persons than the census takere found.“ 
Ross C. Hall, city attorney of Cicero, said, 
and our residents are anything but satis- 
fied with the government report. The town 
has made its entire growth in ten years, but 
the school and police census both indicate 
no less than 20,000.“ 

Waukegan citizens also complained that the 
government statistics were too low for that 
city, as the city count made by the school 
authorities gave an additional 700.

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PEARY EXPLAINS 
TO POLAR CRITICS 


Tells House Committee He 


Wanted Glory of Achieve- 
ment for Self Alone. 


SECRECY WAS REQUIRED. 


Answer as to Information for the 
Government Will Be Made 
in Writing. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 10.—Admitting that 
the north pole is just as much lost as ever, 
and that all future attempts to find. it must 
be independent enterprises unaided by his 
own work, Capt. Robert E. Peary, the arctic 
explorer, answered a crossfire of questions 
at a hearing before the house committee on 
naval affairs today. 

He told how he wanted the glory of the 
polar achievement for himself, declining to 
let any member of his expedition, other 
than the negro, Henson, to go on the last 
dash with him, how his publishing contracts 
had precluded him from. testifying before 
the committee last spring and how members 
of his expedition had been prohibited from 
writing about the trip. 


Wanted the Glory Alone. 

Why did you not take white members of 
your party with you on the final stage of your 
trip northward so that there might be credi- 
table corroborative evidence?“ asked Repre- 
sentative Roberts of Massachusetts. 

“In the first place,“ replied Capt. Peary, 
“I have always made the final spurt, with 
one exception when Lee was with me, with 
one man and the Eskimos because the man 1 
took with me (Henson) was more effective for 
combined demands of extended work than 
any white man. The pole was something to 
which I have devoted my life, for which I had 
gone through such hell as | hope no man in 
this room will ever expertence and I dia not 
feel that I should divide it with a young man 
who had not the right to it that 1 had.” 

Capt. Peary, replying to repeated questions 
as to the results of his arctic trip, said he 
had not yet prepared such ae chart as would 
enable any one to follow in his footsteps to 
the pole, but he imagined that he had 
data by which he could prepare such a chart. 


Schley Writes to Dr. Cook. 

New York, Jan. 10.—Dr. Frederick A. Cook 
received a letter today from Rear Admiral 
W. 8. Schiey, U. S. N., president of the Arc- 
tic club, under whose auspices Dr. Cook 
made his expedition to the north pole. The 
rear admiral says he believes both Cook and 
Peary nearly reached the pole and that both 
are entitled to the honor of the achievement. 
Schley says he was forced to this conclusion 
by the similarity of the reports concerning 
the discovery. He thinke neither actually 
reached the top of the earth, but that both 
got as near the goal as was possibile. -

Repentant Man Says Fall Down- 
stairs Caused Bullet Wounds.“ 


POLICE STILL ARE SKEPTICAL 


Investigate Story of Battle with Three 
Men in Barn Near Peoria. 


Roland H. Gregory, who first told the po- 
ge of the Hyde Park station that he killed 
three men after being twice wounded in a 
desperate pistol battle in a barn near Peoria, 
said yesterday his story of the slaying was a 
“ big oke played on some friends and the 
police.

“County Traction” Defies Sub- 
urbs by Increasing Capital 
Stock to $300,000. 


| WORTH $500,000 AS JUNK. 


But Grosscup’s Opinion That 
Such a Sale Would Be IHe- 
gal Stands in Way. 


Double distilled defiance was hurled back 
at the embattled suburbs yesterday by the 
County Traction company when its capital: 
stock was increased from $1,000 to $300,000. 

According to a letter sent out by President 
George B. Blanchard last Saturday the com- 
pany is losing about 700 a day at which rate 
it ig obvious but small dividends could be 
declared on $1,000, let alone $300,000. 

The company, of course, was obtained by 
those who now control it for something less 
than nothing and free of its previous load 
of debt, and is valued at $500,000 as junk, 0 
the $300,000 might not be considered exces- 
sive. The trouble is, however, that Judge 
Grosscup has stated that in his opinion it is 
not proper to tear up a running public utility 
and seil it as junk. 

At the weekly meeting of the Cicero town. 
board it was suggested that should the Chi- 
cago Railways company and the County 
Traction company refuse a 5 cent fare for 
Cicero and other southwestern suburbs the 
lines will be turned over to a private corpora- 
tion and a 2 cent fare charged from Lyons to 
the city Hmits. 

Attorney Ross C. Hall, whois acting for the 
town board in the traction matter, said that 
this would bring another legal “‘ equabble ” 
as to the ownership of the rails and the trol- 
ley wires. 

The United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
during the day held that the law frm of 
Davies, Stone & Auerbach of New. York, 
counsel for the Guaranty Trust company of 
New York, which caused a receiver to be 
appointed for the Chicago Railways company 
in April, 1908, had been fully compensated 
for its work and was not entitled to $192,000 


additional fees.

REHABILITATING THE LEGISLATURE. 
Speaker Charles Adkins of the IIhnois 
house of representatives employs a candor 
in his utterances which might be refresh- 
ing if it were the candor of a political 
innocent and amateur, which Mr. Adkins 
is not. 

The new speaker has been a member of 
the IIIinols legislature long enough to un- 
derstand conditions there. He is wise 
enough to know that a legislative millen- 
nium is not produced necessarily by “ get- 
ting party factions together”; that the 
value of harmony depends on its product;

It is to be 
hoped that he is not making his plans with 
the innocent trustfulmess which his words 
would indicate. 


SALARIES AND WAGES. 

There is one crue) fact which the 
finance committee and the council cannot 
get away from. It is that whatever they 
may add to salaries and wages will have to 
be taken from funds which it had been 
intended to use for other purposes. Where 
should the cutting be done when the sums 
allowed by the controller fall much below 
the estimates of the heads of depart 
ments? 

Last year salaries and wages swallowed 
wp $18,400,000, while $9,500,000 was 
spent for all other municipal purposes. If 
the 62,000,000 salaries and wages increase 
demanded so vociferously were granted 
we should have an expenditure for that 
item this year of $15,400,000, and only 
$7,500,000 would be left to take care of 
everything else. The appropriation for in- 
terest on the city debt cannot be tam- 
pered with. So it would be necessary to 
cut down on street lighting and cleaning, 
on fuel, repairs, and supplies of all kinda, 
There is a point of skimpiness beyond 
which it would be fatal for the city to go. 
There would be a year’s long how) from 
citizens because of the utter breakdown of 
municipal service except in the matter of 
wages.

MONEY FOR THE HEALTH 
DEPARTMENT. 

A health department should be the con- 
servator: of the most precious asset of 
a city—the health of its inhabitants. Its 
sleepless vigilance should detect the out- 
break of an epidemic and prevent its 
spread. It should prevent the slaughter 
of the innocents through the ignorance 
of mothers. The plea of the Visiting 
Nurses’ association for more school nurses 
is unquestionably founded on a great pub- 
lic need, and it ought to be granted if it 
be possible. 

From a mere material point of view no 
money is more profitably expended than 
that intrusted to a capable health depart- 
ment. Its activity lessens the aniual 
taxes levied by druggists, doctors, and 
undertakers—taxes the bulk of which are 
paid by those least able to afford them. 
The worker, guarded against preventable 
diseases, is able to use his skill to the full 
for the good of himself and those who 
depend on him. The more liberal the 
health department * appropriations, the 
greater are the gross and net earnings 
of the community. 

See what money can do: Dr. vans 
says that with an outlay of $10 per capita 
for fifteen years—that would be $21,850,- 
000 for next year—consumption, ¢ small- 
pox, diphtheria,- and typhoid fever could 
be eliminated, tne baby death rate and 
the deaths and disabilities from celds-and 
pneumonia halved, the efficiency of school- 
ing increased 50 per cent, and that of 
labor materially increased. The city can- 
not spend that much. It cannot devote 
all its revenues to one purpose. But if 
it were to spend at the rate of 50 cents 
per capita it would be possible to reduce 
the yearly diphtheria deaths to 100, those 
from typhoid to 120, and cut 5 per cent 
off the consumption mortality. 

The council should deal justly with the 
health department and the people it 
watches over in making the appropria- 
tions for next year. It should not think 
of voting less than $1,200,000, and the

The greater portion of this city’s people 
are unable to avoid the food that con- 
tains this ingredient, for they cannot pro- 
cure anything else, and children suffer 
and hundreds die yearly from this nause- 
ous compound; and if you can help to 
get rid of this product—get it out of use 
in this city—you surely will then be “the

JURIES AS JUDGES OF FACT. 

Chicago, Jan. 4.— [Editor of The Tribune. 
I noticed some time since in this column an 
article signed Attorney Retired ’’ deploring 
that juries be allowed to be “ judges of the 
law and fact,.“ and calling upon all good citi- 
zens to use their influence to help change 
this. Now, the fact to be deplored Ig that such 
a condition is true in theory rather than in 
fact and it is the @uty of all good citizens to 
help secure its enforcement, and it ig not so 
much dependent on statute as Attorney Re- 
tired seems to believe, but is a principle ag 
old and as sacred as the right of trial by jury 
itself. An illustration of how this réally 
works in actual practice was seen in the pro- 
ceedings connected with the attempt to en- 
force Sunday olosing of saloons some time 
ago. Several courts denied juries the right 
to be judges as to the application of the law 
until at last one judge was found broad 
minded enough to recognize the validity of 
this highly important principle Now it isa 
sad commentary on modern methods of court 
procedure that defendants are allowed the 
benefits of such principles of law more often 
where property interests are involved than 
where the persona! welfare of human beings 
ig at stake, for too many good men have 
lost life or liberty because of trial judges 
usurping functions which rightfully belong 
only to juries of twelve good, true men.

He undoubtedly wili institute and 
prosecute the litigation for the dissolution 
ef the electric trust, so-called, and this 
week he has been inetructed by the attorney 
general to being equity proceedings against 
the ocean steamship companies so that 
they may be enjoined from maintaining a 
steerage Passenger pool in London These 
art simply the more important of the cases 
placed upon the shoulders of the district 
attorney of the southern district of New 
York within the last twelve months. 


Will Need Much Money. 

In view of the determination of President 
Taft to reduce the expenses of the govern- 
ment toa sound, economical basis it has oo- 
curred to some lawyers of this city that the 
attorney general may have discovered that 
there is to be an exception in the case of his 
department to this determination. For, un- 
less this were the case, it ie not yet clearly 
understood why, when two cases are before 
the Supreme court—the reargument of one 
having begun this weekr—which will furnish 
e@pportunity for thorough interpretation of the 
meaning of the Sherman anti-trust law, the 
attorney general should think it well to zo 
ahead with varioug litigations, some of which 
would be sure to be brought to an instant 
close were the Supreme court to reject the 
government's contention in the Standard Oil 
and tobacco cases. 

The investigations and the collection of tes- 
timotty which may be used as evidence in the 
prosecution of these anti-trust cases which 
the district attorney for southern New York 
must handle, must have entailed great ex- 
pense. Of course, District Attorney Wise 
must depend greatly upon the services of as- 
g@stant counse) in prosecuting these cases. 
Special counsel frequently receive large fees 
in government cases. 

However, thie criticism is superficia) and 
narrow, in the opinion of those who have 
had some opportunity to know how sincere 
and earnest the attorney general is in hie 
purpose to bring all violators of the Sherman 
anti-trust law to account. [If the Supreme 
court sustains the contention of the gov- 
enment in the Standard Ol and tobacco 
cases, then these new cases above mentioned 
will, by that time, have been well advanced, 
#0 that they may be prosecuted early. 


Will Attack Patent Monopoly, 

Tt ie evident that the attorney general has 
determined to make a judicial test of certain 
proceedings hitherto thought not to be within 
the reach of the Sherman law. One of these 
is dependent upon litigation which is about to 
be brought to dissolve the so-called electric 
trust. . 


Up to the time Attormey General Wicker- 
sham took charge of the department of 
justice, it wae the common belief among law- 
years and laymen that the anti-trust laws 
i not reach patent monopolies.

FEAR NBW RAIL RATE DELAY 


Changes in Commerce Commis- 
sion May Force Extension. 


UNABLE TO AGREE NOW. 


Walter Fisher Among Those Who Plead 
Against Any Increase, 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 10.—While no offi- 
cial announcement has been issued, it prac- 
tically is assured that the proposed advances 
in freight rates in both official classifica- 
tion and Western Trunk line territories, now 
under investigation by the interstate com- 
merce commission, will be suspended to some 
date beyond Feb. 1. Tha possibility of a fur- 
ther suspension of the proposed rates has 
been realized for several weeks. ; 

The advent into the commission of two new 
members, Mr.McChord and Mr.Meyer,neither 
of whom is familiar with the voluminous rec- 
ords of the testimony in the case, led to the 
conjecture that a further suspension of the 
rates might be necessary. 

It was hoped both by members of the com- 
mission and by the railroads and shippers 
that further suspension would not be neces- 
sary, but a review of the situation by the com- 
mission today appeared to indicate the desir- 
ability, if not necessity, for the suspension. 


Roads May Act Voluntarily. 

With that situation confronting it, the com- 
mission today informally took up with the 
representatives of the railroads now in 
Washington as participants in the oral argu- 
ments of the cases the proposition further 
to suspend the rate. They, in turn, have 
referred the matter to the executive officers

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NEW TRAIN T0 BREAK RECORD 


Alton Cars to Reach St. Louis in 
6 Hours and 15 Minutes. 


RIVALRY CAUSE OF ACTION. 


Road Competes with C. & E. I. for 
Federal Contracts. 


Al train speed records between Chicago 
and St. Louis are to be broken and a rivalry 
for the mail contract between those cities 
probably precipitated into a sharp contest 
by a new train to be inaugurated by the

No passengers are to be carried, as the trains are 
intended for the mall service exclusively except 
that possibly it may be decided to run a parlor

SAY IIS A DREAM 


Railroads, in Reply to Bran- 
deis, Assert Economy Plan 
Is Just a Vagary. 


“IT REACTS ON LABOR.” 


St. Paul Road, in Commerce Com- 
mission Brief, Analyzes 
Lawyer’s Proposal. 


No more grotesque vagary of idle dream- 
er ever was projected inte the field of ro- 
mance than the assertion that $1,000,000 a 
Gay can be saved out of the operating ex- 
pense of the railways of the United States,“ 
ie the railroad reply to Louis D. Brandeis, 
the attorney for the eastern shippers. 

The reply is incorporated with the statistics 
and legal arguments of the brief filed with 
the interstate commerce commission in the 
western rate advance case yesterday by the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Pau! railway. 
The word painting is that of Wiltlem Ellia, 
interstate commerce attorney of the road, 


Two Ways to Save Million. 

“If the amount of service performpgA by 
the railways is not to be reduced, he says, 
“and, as @ matter of fact, it is constantly 
increasing, there are but two ways in which 
this million a day cah be saved—either by 
reducing the expenditure for what is now 
used or by increasing the efficiency so that 
less can be used. 

“The large item of operating expense is 
labor. On the railways of the country for 
the fiscal year ending June 90, 1909, which is 
the last year for which figures are available, 
the operating expenses were $1,599,443, 410, 
of which 8988, 3823, , or over 60 per cent, 
was paid to labor. 


“If the railways of the country were or- ! 


ganized as one system, and the president 
of that system were confronted with the ne- 
cessity of saving a milion a day, his first 
consideration would undoubtedly be the best 
economy which would be made in expendi- 
tures, not involving labor, and his largest 
item to work on, and probably the first to 
receive attention, would be fuel. Fuel and 
— 8 for locomotives amounts to $186,766, - 


Do It from a Law Library. 

“The contention probably would be that’ 
the economy: in coal must be found through 
increased efficiency brought about by ‘ sclentific 
methods’ of using and bandling. In this partic- 
ular the rafiways have supposed that in their crude 
and awkward way some progress had been made in 
that direction, though their efforte to solve — * 
problem of coal economy have been wrought 
rather by use of logarithms than under the basic 
principles of mechanics as expounded by Rack 
stone, and the coke they have relied upon has 
been physical rather than philosophical. Much 
weary toll and wearing anxiety could have been 
saved had they known what an easy and offhand 
process it ip to save a million a day—on the rail- 
ways—from a law library in Boston. 

However, the wildest of buccaneers, let loose 
among the rampant expenses of the railways, 
would hardly expect to exterminate more than 25 
per cent of the expendityres for coal through im 
crease of efficiency. decrease im price, or both. 
This would save $48,000, 000.“ 


Bumps Against Labor Problem. 


Assuming “in an equal spirit ef theoretical 
optimism a saving of 25 per cent in all items 
outside of fuel and labor, or a further retrenchment 
of $106.000,000, Mr. Ellis caleulates that “ this 
would leave the supposed president of all the lines 
to face the pleasant task of endeavoring to take 
eomething over $211,000,000 out of the labor of the 
railroad, elther through increased efficiency, which 
would result in the discharge of employés drawing 
$211,000,000 in wages, or by reduction of their pay.’’ 

After discussing the reduction in the pay of 
different classes of officers and employés, this would 
ental) Mr. Ellis says: 

“We would then have arrived at an annual 
saving of a little less than $160,000,000, and if the 
various impossible things which are herein as- 
sumed could be brought about, a total saving of 
about $315,000,000 would heave been accomplished. 

„More than helt of this saving depends upon 
the reduction of labor, which this commission and 
every one else knows could not be accomplished 
without such industrial warfare as would amount 
to revolution; and any railroad manager who would 
attempt to take $160,000,000 out of the mouths of 
the wives and children of his employés as an al- 
ternative to an increase in rates which amounts 
to 8 cente on a barrel of flour, 8% cents on a 
hundred pounds of meat, 10 cents on a ton of soft 
coal, 1 cent on an eighth of a barrel of beer, and 
infinitesimal amounts on the articles of daily con- 
sumption, would be ly condemned by public 
opinion. 


Says Workers Would Be Victims. 


„It the prosperous mefchants of this country 
have no better argument to Interpose against the 
moderate advances which are demanded by the 
present necessities of the railways then that the 
money which is necessary to operate the railways 
should be taken from the wages of the employés 
instead of from their own swelling purses, their 


case indeed is weak. 
„It the amount is to be saved by increasing the 


efficiency of the men employed it would on 


the discharge of 201,445 employés. Assuming that 
these employes have an average of one wife and 
one child to support, it would take the means of 
sustenance at one stroke from 604,335 people, a 
calamity too stupendous to contemplate. The bru- 
tality of such a proposal as this is its own answer.“ 

Mr. Ellis further contends at great length that 
the foad has proved its need of far more than the 
proposed increase of $760,000 in its freight rates, 
and that this would still give less than the reason- 
able return on the value of the property.
